of the United States. As managing head 
of practically every business organiza- 
tion in the land we have trained business 
men. As managing head of the business 


“of running the United States we. have 


had chiefly lawyers, or partisan poli- 
tieians, or military men, or occasionally a 
college professor. Not in thirty-five years, 
perhaps even for a longer time, have. we 
bad at the head of our government busi- 
ness a trained, proved business man, a 
man used to handling large affairs, a 
man as much at home in the world's 
markets as in his own country. 

The people of the United States soon 
Will be called upon to select a business 
manager to succeed the present head of 
national affairs. Already a number of 
names have been mentioned as candidates 
for the position, but among those who 
aim to get the support of this or that 
partisan political organization we do not 
find a» single business man. Lawyers 
afd: practical politicians again form the 
bulk of the candidates, with a sprinkling 
of military men, and, perhaps, a college 
professor or two. 

Business is the genius of America. Our 
real leaders in practically git . that 
makes for progress are business men. 
Tre greatest crisis through which we 
have Passed it was. the proved business 
men of the country who filled scores of | 
gaps that could not have been filled by 
any other sort of men. The real business 
of statesmanship is business; therefore 


the trained and cultured business man 


should make our best stateman. 
Partisan polities has been made a busi- 
ness, a regular dollars and cents business, 
and the practical politicians have man- 
aged in some way to give to-the-business 
man the impression that his training for 
business has unfitted him for the biggest 
business job in the world. The business 
man has held aloof from partisanship— 


though he has been interested in politics 


—and the partisan has taken full advan- 
tage of this to entrench himself firmly 
in the management of the country” s busi- 


ness. 


Just here we may say ‘that we draw a 
sharp distinction between. ‘‘politics’’ and 
‘partisanship.’ Politics: is the seience 
and art of government. ‘Partisanship is 
the art of getting political preferment.
